Nashville, Tenh., January 30. — The weather 
luis week at Nashville was rainy and the elements 
were against training oi>eratiuns.

The entire string has been wintered at 
Morristown. It is Mr, Sire’s intention to have th 
horses ready for early racirg, and trainer Brian 
will have them doing useful work as soon as the 
tracks are in any kind of condition to gallop over. 

Loyal S., a shifty gelding that has won over the 
jumps and on the flat for V, Gilbert, met h's death 
at the Oakland track in a peculiar way a few days 
ago. He was striding along and boring down with 
his head, as horses often do when taking their 
morning gallops, and was about to pass a filly that 
was baing pulled up, when she wheeled, let fly with 
both heels and caught Gilbert’s horse an awful 
crack on the head.
